WE WANT TO HEAR FROM YOU

Y ou areinvited to review and comment
on aproposd to clean up soil a the
Truckee Townhomes ste (Site) located
10365 East Jboom Street in Truckee,
Cdifornia. The cleanup plan proposes
to remove soil that has high levels of
lead. Thisplan, called adraft Remova
Action Workplan, and a document
caled aNotice of Exemption (NOE)
are availablefor review. The NOE
examines how the proposed cleanup
impacts public health and the environ-
ment.

Participants in the cleanup process
include our department (The Depart-
ment of Toxic Substances Contral), the
dte owners (South Shore Capitd,
LLC), and their contractors (MACTEC
Engineering and Conaulting, Inc.). Our
department is the State governmental
agency that makes sure cleanup of the
Siteis protective of human hedth and
the environment.

The Siteisa 2.3-acre section of undeveloped, vacant land located about
one-quarter mile north of the Truckee River. It is surrounded by open space,
two cemeteries, light industria and commercia businesses, and residences.
The Siteislocated near two higtoric landfill aress, northeast of downtown
Truckee. Thelandfills operated between 1860 and 1920. Contamination of
the Siteis believed to have occurred during congtruction of Highway 267.
Mo likdy, landfill materid was ‘pushed’ from the landfills to the Site when
the areawas being graded in preparation of constructing Highway 267.

TESTING WAS DONE

The Site owners were required to test soil and
groundwater samples in preparation for building
the residences. These samples were taken to be
sure there wasn't soil or groundwater contamina:
tionto aleve that would make it unsafe for
resdential use.

Because of the Site's location, the owners
sampled Site soil and groundwaeter for copper,
mercury, arsenic and lead. The sample results
showed that lead is present in the soil at levels
consdered unsafe for residentia development.
According to the data obtained from the sampling,
groundwater has not been impacted.

LEAD

Lead isametd that is consdered a harmful
environmentd pollutant. Routesin which people
can be exposed to lead include bresthing lead in
the air, drinking water or eating food that contains
lead. Before it was known how harmful leed could
be to public hedth, it was used in paint, gasoline,
water pipes, and many other products. Lead
exposure can effect a number of tissues and
organs. Of primary concern is delayed develop-
ment of the nervous system in children exposed to
high amounts of |ead.

THESITEISNOT CURRENTLY A RISK TO
THE PUBLIC

Even though there are dlevated levels of lead in
Ste soil, thereis no immediate risk to the public.
Since the Site is currently covered by loose gravd,
small plants, and scattered domestic-related
debris, exposure to lead contaminated soil is
minimal. However, in order to redevelop the Site,
the lead contaminated soil will be disturbed and
exposed and could become a public hedlth
concern during construction or after resdences
are built.

WE LOOKED AT DIFFERENT WAYSTO
CLEAN UPTHESITE

We congdered various options to clean up the Site.
These included:

leaving contaminated soil in place and
covering it with dlean soil

dabilizing the soil by mixing it with concrete,
for example, to prevent the contaminated
soil from being moved around

redtricting use of the Site

removing the contaminated soil from the
Ste

WE PROPOSE TO DIG UPAND TAKEAWAY
THE CONTAMINATED SOIL

Of dl the options consdered, digging up and taking
away contaminated soil to alicensed landfill proved
to be the mogt effective, least expensve, and easest
way to permanently clean up the Site and make it
safe for resdentid development.

The draft Removal Action Workplan proposesthe
following:

dig up gpproximately 20 cubic yards (no
more than two truckloads) of lead contami-
nated soil in two different locations

use backhoes and loaders to place exca
vated soil in acargo box or dump truck
Soray water during excavation and after soil
is placed in the cargo box/dump truck to
prevent dust

water down al trucks to make sure
contaminated soil is not taken off-gte
transport contaminated soil to alicensed
landfill

fill holeswith dean fill meterid

After the contaminated soil has been removed,
we will sample the soil again to make sure
unsafe levels of lead do not remain in the
ground.
